CITY’S LILACS. 
ILAC bushes are covered with 
oyster shell scale all over Chi- 
' cago. 
scale insect—the insect that is 
classed by orchardists as# one of the 
fruit growers’ worst enemies—has 
spread so rapidly over the city during 
the last few years that - practically 
every lilac bush that has not been 
sprayed and protected is covered with

Every one ‘who has a lilac bush in 
the city should examine it closely, and

It is one of the sucking insects, suck- 
ing the juice of the lilac bush by pierc- 
ing the bark with its beak. Strong 
solutions may be safely used on the 
bushes in winter. Do not wait until 
the buds begin to swell. Spray the 
bushes some warm day. For many 
years the lime-sulphur treatment has 
been considered the most effective. If 
the bushes aré sprayed any time be. 
fore growth starts in the spring use 
lime-sulphur solution at the rate of 
one gallon of the concentrated solution 
to nine gallons of water. Lime-sul- 
phur spray will freeze, and therefore 
cannot be applied on a cold day.
